Official Inspection of the Wreck at White 


WHITE RIVER JUNCTION, Vt., February 7.—A 
sad spectacle was revealed to the throngs of 
visitors who gathered at the scene of the 
wreck Saturday and yesterday. Before them, 
imbedded in the melted ice, were the twisted 
iron-work of the four cars which had gone 
down to destruction and carried death to 
most of their occupants. Where they lay were 
great pools of water, caused Dy the melting of 
the ice by the heat from the burning cars. The 
fourth car from the rear, or one of the day 
coaches, was entirely destroyed. What little 
remained was hidden beneath a little lake of 
water, upon the surface of which floated 
embers, bits of burned clothing and pieces of 
charred human flesh. It was impossible to 
get at this car, yesterday, but a gang ot men 
will go to work to-day and will drag the depths 
for the buried bodies. It is thought by some 
that at least twenty if not more corpses will

HOW MISSOURI PAID. 

On July 17, 1863, an act was approved by the 
President to allow Missouri credit against 
the amount of its indebtedness to the extent of 
its expenditures#for the arming, equipping 
subsisting and paying of troops organized 
under the ordinances of the convention of 
that State and employed in concert with the 
Federal authorities in suppressing insurrec- 
tion against the United States. The State was 
also allowed a discount of 15 per cent on the 
payment of the balance of the direct tax, ur in 
case its expenditures for war purposes equaled 
the total of its portion it was to be allowed 15 

er cent onthe whole amount. Missouri col- 

ected and expended in the defense of the 

Union more than the total amount of direct 
tax required of it, and bas been credited with 
that sum less 15 per cent on the books of the 
Treasury Department. 

An act was approved June 7. 1862, declar- 
ing the direct tax alien upon all the lands 
within a State in insurrection against the United 
States that refused to pay the tax, excepting 
such lands as were exempt from taxation by 
the law of the State or of the United States, 
and in addition to this lien imposition a pen- 
alty of 50 per centum was to be charged for the 
failure to pay. The President was instructed 
to deciare what 

STATES WERE IN INSURRECTION. 

He did so on July 1, 1868, deciaring South 
Carolina, Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Mississippi, Arkansas, Tennes- 
see, North Carolina, part of Virginia, werein 
insurrection and rebeilion against the United 
States. He withdrew the charge of rebel- 


lion made against Tennessee the follow- 
ing year. From the enforcement of 
the liens upon the property of persons within 


the rebellious States, which began on their 
peccupation by the Federal armies, grew 
numerous cases for adjudication in the Court 
of Claims. Noneofthe Territories and four- 
teen States refused to pay their portions of the 
tax, while ali of the loyal States did pay. 

The pending law for the reimbursement of 
the loyal States, and the release of those who 
refused to abide by the provisions of the act 
of August 5, 1861, grew out ot the refusal of 
the Comptroller of the Treasury to allow the 
delinquent States any moneys on claims made 
by those States against the United States, 
claiming that the amounts due on such claims 
should be credited against the direct tax 
delinguency. To collect from these delin- 
quent states would be improper now, as the 
intent of that law was to raise money for war 
purposes, and the United States does not now 
need the money. To release the delinquents 
without compensating those States which con- 
tributed to the maintenance of the Union 
would be manifestly inequitable, and the bill

BRAGGQ’s AMENDMENT. 


Retired Officers Dissatisfied with the Bill— 
The Matthews Rejection. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 7.— Gen. 
Bragg’s amendment tothe Senate -bill fixing 
the pay of the army, provides that ‘‘ Hereafter 
no increase of pay shall be allowed or paid to 
any officer by reason of service, on the retired 
ust. To the casual observer such an amend- 
ment may seem plausible, but the conditions 
are such that it would reduce the part pay of 
those fofficers chiefly who have been retired 
for wounds received in the late war. Gen. 
Outcheon inquired it it would take away from 
any of these officers the longevity 
pay already accrued, or if it would 
prevent the further accumulation of pay, to 
which Gen. Bragg answered ‘‘Simply the fur- 
ther accumulations.’’ Both this question and 
answer are liable to mislead. There are prac - 
tically no officers now on the retired list, who 
are not receiving the maximum ot increase, 
and the amendment simply cuts off all longev- 
ity Increase which an officer is receiving by 


reasod of reckoning time after re- 
tirement, and as an officer is sel- 
dom retired prior to twenty years’ 


service, except for wounds, the effect of the 
Bragg amendment can de illustrated 
by the application of retired colonels. 
The January 188 Official Army Register 


shows eighty-five colonels on the retired list, 
of which only fifteen appear to have been re- 
tired for wounds, and outof the whole num- 
ber (eighty-five) only twelve would suffer a 
reduction of their part pay by Gen. Bragg’s 
amendment, and these twelve have 
ALL BEEN RETIRED FOR WOUNDS. 
Six of these suffered amputation of limbs, and 
one, Col. Pulford, is said to have suffereda 
resection of his backbone. Will any one con- 
tend that these twelve wounded colonels 
should not receive as much retired pay as 
their brothers who are retired for age or 
length of service? Why should not the officer 
who is retired for wounds after nine or four- 
teen years’ service count time after retire- 
ment for longevity pay until the twenty-year 
limit ie reached? Is he not punished enough 
by withdrawal from the line of pro- 
motion and 25 per cent reduc- 
tion of pay? As the law now stands, if an 
officer is wounded and necessarily retired, the 
increase upon his part pay continues to the 
20-year limit fixed for all. Retirement at best 
results in a reduction of pay, but it does not 
arrest the increasing necessities of the officer, 
nor release him from his obiigation to main- 
tain the respectability and dignity of a gentie- 
man. There is no justice or equity in any law 
that fixes the permanent pay of an officer re- 
tired for wounds at less than the pay of the 
officer retired for length of service without 
wounds. 

THE MATTHEWS REJECTION. 
The President to-day will receive the offi- 
cial notification from the Senate of the rejec- 
tion of J. C. Matthews, Recorder of Deeds. 
Matthews can continue to hold office until the 
close of the present session of the Senate. 
There is nothing to prevent the President 
from reappointing him, but in déing so he 
would be eommitting-an offense which would 
be discourteous to the Senate, as that body 
has rejected himvuwice. The President can in 
this way keep Matthews in his office during 
his Presiftential term, but it is not at all prob- 
able thut a new commission will be issued to 
him.

It is most probable that many would 
vote for compensation and against 
prohibition, and vice versa, and therefore, 
the submission of both propositions is 
necessary to elicit a clear expression of 
the popular will in regard to the total sup- 
pression of the liquor traffic. 

The adoption of the prohibition amend- 
ment would leave the suppression of the 
liquor traffic almost as dependent upon 
the disposition of the Legislature as it 
now is. Without a compensation provis- 
ion, the action of future Legislatures 
for the enforcement of prohibition would 
be rendered still more doubtful by litiga- 
tion. Ifthe people should vote down the 
prohibition amendment and at the same 
time adopt an amendment providing 
clearly for compensation where property 
is impaired in value by prohibitory liquor 
laws, the limits offuture legislative ac- 
tion on that subject would be more clearly 
defined than they now are. 


A BUNDAY CITY. 

Two things surprise all strangers who 
visit St. Louis. 

One is to find all the saloons open on 
Sunday, the theaters giving perform- 
ances, even matinees, the beer gardens 
crowded in season, the Sunday mail a 
municipal feature, and almost universal 
liberty as to the observance of Sunday. 

The other cause of surprise is to find 
that the Monday police dockets are un- 
usually light. There is no more Sunday 
drunkenness in St. Louis than in cities 
where saloons are closed on Sundays. 
There is less disturbance of the peace, and 
in St. Louis more workmen are ready for 
work Monday morning than in cities 
where their Sunday welfare is taken m 
charge by the law.

The demurrer to 
the plea is overruled on the ground that it 


states a good defense tothe action. Itisaverred 
that the injuries sustained by the plaintiff, 
on account of which he based his claim 
were intentionally inflicted by John E. Webb, 
who wilfully assaulted the plaintiff with a 
knife, and thereby preven him from at- 
tending to his business. The company, by its 
contract, excluded injuries of the kind de- 
scribed from the list of injuries, against which 
it agreed to provide indemnity. The policy 
declares on its face that it does not cover 
intentional injuries inflicted by the insured or 
“me other person. 

he Court holds that the injury in question 
was clearly one of the excepted risks against 
which the policy provides no indemnity. 6 
language of the contract is plain and unam- 
biguous, and moréover it is still broad 
enough to provide indemnity against an 
almost infinite variety of injuries which the 
insured might accidentally sustain.

Journalistic Salaries. 


From the Chicago News. 

Observation has taught us that the reporter 
who would succeed in his profession must do 
more work than he gets pay for—and this, we 
suspect, is true of every profession and trade. 
We take it for granted thatthe man who will 
do only $20 worth of work a week because his 
weekly salary is but $20—this man, we pro- 
sume to say, will never get more than $20 a 
week, for the simple reason that he has never 
shown his employer that he is worth more. 
We figure it that an employe who means to 
succeed has to do from 10 to 20 per cent more 
work than he gets actual pay for; this he has 
todo until he reaches a certain point, and 
having reached that point he will find that py 
as much as his income has increased by so much 
has the demand for amount and intensity of 
his labor diminished, To put this theory into 
figures, wo will say that a man receiving $20 a 
week should do $0 worth of work; a man re- 
ceiving $80 should do $0 worth of work, and 
so on until, say, the salary reaches $75, and 
then the laborer can give himself somewhat of 
a rest—that is to say, about £50 worth of work 
will satisty his employer.

Wm. Davisson’s Deadly Assault on Little 
Lizzie Croghan. 


On Saturday evening last at 8 o’clock, Wm. 
Davisson, son of State Senator Davisson, shot 
and seriously wounded Lizzie Croghan noar 
the corner of Twelfth and Hickery streets. 
The event was rendered the more startling by 
the fact that the parties to it were but 17 and 
years of age respectively. The cause of the 


crime was jealousy. For a year past young 
Davisson has been more or less devoted to the 
girl, acting in an uareasonable manner if she 
so much as looked at any one else, Several 
times he has threatened her, and once he 
threatened to kill her and any one to whom 
she might favor if she 
provoke ri does not 
comprehend Davisson's 
pore. and continued to enjoy herselt with 

er little circle of triends. Saturday evening 
she was with a party sledding on the Hickory 
street hill. Davisson was not of the party, 
but he appeared on the scene later and 
watched the me crowd for some minutes. 
He walked away, but returned shortly, and 


while standing on the grocery steps on Twelfth 
and Hickory dispiayed a revolver. Then 
he walked over to the foot of the slide. When 


the sled on which Lizzie Croghan was riding 
reached the foot of the hill he called out to 
know with whom she was riding. She replied 
that it was Anson Thiers. He muttered that 
he did not mind her riding with Thiers. A 
few moments later when she had again come 
Gown the slide Davisson called her to 
him. Atfirst she refusedto go, but, being 
urged by her companions, she walked over to 
the spot where Daviseon was standing. A few 
hurried words passed between them, and 
then the childrem standing near them heard 
the sound of 
A PISTOL SHOT. 

They ali turned and ran with the exception of 
Fannie Bantelberg, who ran to Lizzie’s as- 
sistance. Young Davisson ran away, and 
the wounded giri was taken into 
an adjacent house. It was found that the ball 
had entered her left breast just below the 
nipple and ranged downward. Another wound 
was found just below, and it was thought the 
bali had ranged out there, She was removed to 
her home, No. 1060 Seuth Thirteenth street. 

Lizzie Croghan was one of the prettiest girls 
in the neighborhood in which she lived. She 
was too young to receive attention from men 
or to understand it. 

Wm. Davisson was a spolled young man of 
17. He was working in the Drummond To- 
bacco Company's works learning his father's 
trade of engineering. 

YOUN@ DAVISSON SEEN. 

Nothing was geen or heard from young 
Davisson from the moment of the shooting 
until about lla. m.to-day. All effort to find 
him during Saturday night, — and last 
night proved unavailing. This morning, how- 
ever, word was brought to his father that the 
young fellow had just been seen with two 
companions, sitting on a bench in the western 
part of Lafayette Park. Mr. Davisson imme- 
diately telephoued Chief of Police 
Huebler, who sent men to the 
place. Mr. Davyisson himself also hurried 
to the spot, but when it was reached, all three 
of the would-be murderers had disappeared. 
A long search was made in the vicinity, but it 
availed nothing. Mr. Davisson asks that all 
good citizens aid him in bunting down the 

oung samp, and that, wherever he is seen, 
be police be notified at once.

THE REDISTRICTING COMMISSION GIVES AN 
ACCOUNT OF ITS STEWARDSHIP. 


— — 


Voluminous Report Filed by Messrs. O' con- 
nell, Lindley and Fuse in the Circuit 
Court this Afternoon—Limits of the New 
Wards, the Precincts They Contain and 
the Registered vote of Each, 


Mesers J. J. Lindley, V. E. Fisse and John 
W. O'Connell, the Board of Commissioners 
appointed by the Oireuit Court to establish 
corrected ward limits in the City of St. Louis, 
make their report to the court this afternoon. 
The report cites the purposes of the 
act authorizing the cOmmission and states 
that the commissioners found it advisable, if 
not absolutely necessary, to preserve the ex- 
isting election precincts,as they furnished 
the unit for their information and the 
only reliable data of the number of 
voters to be assigned to each of the 
newly constructed wards. The commissioners 
were not empowered to change the number of 
wards nor of the precincts, but in view of the 
cost and inconvenience of holding elections 
in so many places the commissioners recom- 
mend to the Municipal Assembly a reduction 
of the election precincts to more than one- 
half their present number. The description 
of the wards with their respective boundaries 
are as follows:

The wheat now coming up bids fair to givea 
yield of at least halt a crop,and with rain 
within the next thirty days will give a yield of 
80 percent of a full crep. This county is 
éspecially adapted for agriculture. It bas an 
area of 1,142 square miles, and 70 per cent can 
be utilized profitably in farming, while the 
balance is good grazing land. One advantage 
that is to be tound here is having timber swat- 
tered all over the county, thus making fuel 
very cheap.

There are two banking institu- 
tions, the First National Bank and 
the private bank of Coggin, Ford & Martin. 
They represent a combined capital of $200,000 
and are counted as among the soundest firms 
inthe South. Brownwood has good schools 
and churches and is a remarkably moral 
town. Coal has already been discovered in 
the county and the future promises great 
things for Brown County and its county seat, 
Brownwood.

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GRANT AND HANCOCK. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE QUARREL BETWEEN 
THE TWO GENERALS. 


The True Story Told by a Major-General— 
Rich Miss Russell and Poor Miss Dent— 
Social Envy—Grant Forces Hancock to 
Give Up a Desirable Residence—Gen. 
Sherman’s Efforts to Reconcile the Two 
Soldiers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 7.—A well 
known Major-General in the army last even- 
ing gave the true story of the original quarrel 
between Grant and Hancock. lle said: The 
facts as related by army officers who, like 
myself, met the Russell and Dent families and 
young Lieuts. Hancock and Grant, years ago 
in St. Louis, briefly stated are these: The 
Russell family, then living in St. Louis, was 
rich, becoming so wpon profitable army con- 


tracts which Miss NZussell's father 
had obtained from the United States 
Government during and after the 
Mexican war. The Dent family then 


residing in the suburbs of St. Louis were poor. 
The Russell family ‘entertained’ splendidly. 
The Dent family did not mingie in the socicty 
of that city, but lived humbly and frugally. 
The young lieutenants and captains of our 
regular army, who coyeted ricnes and were 
fond of elegant society, visited the Russells, 
admired, and some courted the rich and ac- 
complisbed Miss Russell. The gay young om 
cers who coveted riches did not seek Miss 
Dent, and therefore it was said she became 
just a little bit envious of the much 
sought rich young lady. A young army 
officer who carried off the ‘rich prize,’ 
Lieut. Winfield Scott Hancock, married 


Miss Russell. A poor young oflicer 
found favor in the eyes and won 
the heart of the more humbie young 
lady. Lieut. Ulysses S. Grant married Miss 
Dent. Though ior many years thereafter the 
homes of those two families were separated by 
hundreds of miles, yet the members were not 
lost sightofto each other. Hancock became 
pcos popular with the people of his 
rome in Pennsylivanta, and advanced in the 
military service, while Graut, not thus favored 
by fortune, got out of the army and struggled 
in poverty. Now, there is that protracted 
contrast of positions which planted the seed K 
long dormant, from which sprung 

THE GRANT-HANCOCK QUARRBL-EXVY. 
‘‘Immediately upon the close of the war of 
the rebellion, Hancock was placed in military 
charge of the Distriet of Columbia. with head- 
quarters at Washington. The quartermaster 
in charge of the District rented a choice dwell. 
ing-house in Washington for Hancock’s fami- 
ly residence, and Gen. and Mrs. Hancock 
moved into it. There they were residing when 
along came from Virginia Gen. Grant and his 
family. Grant outranfed Hancock as military 
commander. According to military rule, the 
superior officer in rank has the absolute choice 
of quarters and can, it he Will, take possession 
of those already occupied by an 
inferior. Mrs. Grant came upon 
the house in which Mrs. Hancock was 
living. Mrs. Granttold her husband of tnis 
discovery and expressed her desire to occupy 
that house. Gen. Grant s informed the quar- 
termaster who eA hoo | 4 made known to 
Gen. Hancock that his family muet vacate the 
premises. Hancock wrote a letter to Grant 
deprecating that action, remarking among 
other things that theyewere numerous dwell. 
ing houses in Washington equally and some 
more desirable to be had for the asking. Grant 
replied in terms which Hancock regurded as 
discourteous and insome sentences decidedly 
offensive. The Hanoocks immediately 
vacated the house and the Grants moved 
in. Some time thereafter on Fifteenth street 
in front of the sury Department building 
Grant and Hancock met. The former, as he 
afterwards stated, was prepared to salute the 
latter and indicated his purpose. Gen. Han- 
cock observed Gen. Grant, but in a marked 
manner refused to speak and passed on. This 
occurrence becoming known some three da 8 
thereafter, Gen. Sherman interposed as medi. 
ator. A written corte ndence between 
Sherman and Hancock lowed. but no reo. 
onciliation ever took place between Grant 
and Hancock. Time removed the ascerbity 
of Hancock’s resentment, and he was one of 
the most conspicuous among the distinguished 
men at Grant’s funeral.
